Mcintosh of the Faculty of Medi- 
cine that in future all students ap- 
plying for admission to this faculty 
at McGill must have taken the 
Graduate Record Examination, or 
present a good excuse for not hav- 
ing taken it. This ruling, Dr. Mc- 
intosh said,, applied to all those 
who wish to enter medicine next 
year,- whether they have already 
madé application or n'^t.- 

These examinations are uiider 
the supervision of Prof. Laviolette 
of, the Dept. of Sociology and the 
final dale for applying for the test 
is Saturday, March 1st. The price 
is 1^4.00 for the regular examination 
which will take place in two parts, 
the first thë afternoon of Saturday, 
March . 22nd,^ and. the .second, the 
afternoon of iSaturday,' March aoth. 
Application forms may be obtained 
at the .Registrar's office, and Prof. 
Laviolette will answer any ques-- 
tlon with regard to the examina- 
tions 'and he has pointed out . that 
If it Is not taken at! these times» 
special individual -.examinations 
can be taken at a cost of f 15.00. • 

The Graduate Record Examina-» 
tion is sponsored by' the Rockefel- 
ler Foundation, and consists of a 
series' of . eight: tests, covering the 
basic. Uniyenity , courses, and .plots 
the candidates'^ sc;ores 'in' these 
against ' the • averages ' oi)tained ^b^ 
different groups of American .Uni* 
vertlty Students who fail roughly 
into the same bracket as' does he. 
One of these t^ts consists of an 
advanced course which the student 
can choose himself from a large 
number of %uch courses.; ■ 



Child Growth 
Discussed by 
Psychologist 



"To understand the behaviour ot 
children it is necessary to under- 
stand the world of the child," said 
Dr. MacLeod of McGill, speaking 

in the series "Education and Men- 
tal Health" in the Montreal High 
School Auditorium last night 

Talking on the subject "Mental 
Development— Emotions— Instincts 
—Motivation," Dr. MaeLéôd'clearly 
illustrated the peculiar setting in 
which the child lives. To a child, a 
picture any way up Is interesting, 
for at the. age of. two or three 
there Is no clear conception of up 
and down, left and right, etc. At an 
early age the child doesn't under 
stand such things as causality, 
reality, self, space, and time. 

The problem of adjustment and 
mal-adjustment, according to Dr. 
MacLeod, must always be under- 
stood in relation to some forms of 
present-day living. This situation of 
adjustment is usually regarded in 
the light of goals and needs, and of 
late, in Dr. MacLeod's opinion, 
there has been too much atten 
tion paid to the needs, or in practi 
cal terms, the child as contrasted 
with the subjeet.' 

After a short question .period, 
chairman J^ C. Nelles 'closed the 
meeting with the announcement 
that the . next Ipeaker in the series 
would be Dr. Malmo, speaking on 
''Mental Development— The Intelli 
gence Factor". • . . . •

■ Mr. Harry < Binder, Montreal Or- 
ganizer of the Labor Progressive 
Party, will give the introductory 
talk of the educational to. be held 
today at 1 p.m.

As a 
result of this' work Mr. Binder was 
thrown into prison for two years. 
During the war Mr. Binder joined 
the army. He saw actioniln France 
and was wounded : twice; ; He was 
then noihinated to run for i riding 
In Ottawa during the. last election. 

Because .^of his .organizing, ability. 
Mr. ' Binder was ' sent ' to Montreal 
to become its organizer. '

This Friâay,,èyenIng,.HcGilI 'Uni* 
versify will behonoured by the ap« 
pearance here of William Primrose, 
the world's finest viola player. It 
will be Mr. Primrose's first pub- 
lic concert In Montreal, although 
he has appeared previously In this 
city at smaller recitals. Mr. Prim- 
rose, whose concert will be the 
third in the McGill Studenti Con> 
cert Series at R.V.C., has been pre- 
ceded by ' Carol Brlce, brilliant 
young contralto, and by Mario 
Bcrini of the Metropolitan Opera 
Co. Both concerts were hailed as 
outstanding successes by -both 
critics and studenis. 

However,' neither' Miss Brlce nor 
Mr. Berlni have achieved quite the 
degree of world-wide fame to which 
William Primrose can justly lay 
claim. The latter Is acknowledged 
as the greatest living vioIlst,'and'as 
the man who -pioneered the instru- 
ment's- return to favoitf as a solo 
instrument along with .the violin 
and 'cello. "It has taken Primrose's 
musicianship and style," they say, 
"to show this country that the viola 
can be a solo Instrument of glow- 
ing, vibrant warmth." 

"It is gratifying to observe the 
unmistakable awakening of interest 
In viola playing," says Mr. Prim- 
rose, "and the best sign tiut the 
viola is being recognized as'sorae- 
tiling more than Ihe fourth instru- 
'ment iir.quartets and an unassum- 
ing orelTestra' member, is the num- 
ber of students who arè studying it 
nowadays. These young people are 
deliberately .letting out to be vir> 
tuoso concert violists, not violinists 
who also want to be able to play 
the viola. 

"They have come to realize," he 
continues, "that Ihe viola isn't an 
instrument that can be picked up 
and played by any', violinist as a 
secondary instrument. I( poses its 
own particular problems,, demands 
an entirely different treatment 
technically and tonally, and has its 
own distinct personality." 

Tickets to the concert may be 
obtained in Walter's Office in the 
Arts Building, from George in the 
Union, or from any member of the 
Concert Series bii the' campus. In 
addition, booths at •which' the tick- 
ets (flJS for students, |1.75 for 
others) may be bought will be set 
up on campus on Thursday, and 
tickets will also be obtainable at 
the diior on Friday night.

Lewis W. Douglas, former Prin- 
cipal ■ and Vice-chancellor , of Mc« 
Gilt Universityj,.has becn-appôint< 
ed United ' States ' Ambassador 
to Great Britain. ■■^^'^m^' 
Mr. Douglas who Is now .'pres- 
ident of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company . formerly served in the 
House ' of Representatives as a 
representative from Arizona. He 
served briefly^as a director of -.the 
'budget when the ' late President 
Roosevelt tobk 'office in 1938. " 

'No man is better qualified to 
undertake such , a great . mission", 
was. the commçnt.made by friends 
of the former principal' on' hearing 
of his appointment. They jMinted 
out that his unique cftmbinaUon'bt 
friendship ■ and quiet; unassumiiig 
efficiency will make -for success in 
his ambassadorial career. 

Dr. Douglas served as Principal 
and Vice-chancellor of McGiU 
from January 1S38 to December 
1930, when. he resigned to become 
president of the. Mutual Life In- 
surance Company. 

A lengthy career, in buslnesss, 
government administration and 
education will serve the Ambas- 
sador-elect well A university grad- 
uate and teacher,' he; quit teaching 
at Amherst to go -back to- his 
native Arizona , there to follow his 
father, and grandfather, in the min- 
ing business. . ' .. "

Canada has long been studied as a particular 
sociological problem because of her unique 
position of having two large ethnic groups liv- 
ing close togèthér. AVhilc in the main the out- 
come has been very successful, there nre indica- 
tions and have been for some lime that an un- 
hèalthy attitude is being taken by some mem- 
bers of both factions. * 
The outcry raised.- by L'Action Catholique 
when the post of Deputy Minister of Minés 
and Resources was givpn to a hon-French-Cana- 
dian, although the appointee was eminently 
qtialifiid for the position, is a caiè in point of 
an outlook on Canadian life which can become 
more serious as well as more detrimental for 
Canada. That such a powerful influence as 
L'Action Cathàlique should express such divis- 
ion-breeding views if a matter which is deserv- 
ing of a good deal of attention by both French 
and English Canadians alike, by anj'onc who 
is sincerely interested in seeing our countrj' 
grow and prosper into a great nation. 

One sucli interested individual is Senator T. 
D. Bouchard who has for some time worked 
toward the end of educating his fellow French- 
Canadians that there is no real bogey of foreign 
Eiièlièhmen plotting to drive them out of their 
own country. In a recent speech before the 
members of the Canadian Unity Alliance, Sena- 
tor Bouchard laid the blame for such attitudes 
6^ a faulty system of education claiming that 

. at présent therè can be ijo true education with 
division breeding greater prejudice arid distrust. 
However, Senator Bouchard can pérform true 
sîrvieé for unity by influencing only his com- 
patriots of the eviU of thè pfèsent system — a 
Dofcsibility which at thi présent time appears 
firliwri. In his lièwspaper Lé Clairon, the Sena- 
tor docs overcome some of the nationalist feel- 
ing which is sprtad through the province to the 
detriment of Canadian unity but the fight must 
bé taken up by others of the same opinion who 
e"ah add their voices to the many alreadjj com- 
mitted to the problem. In this^que'slion, thé 
French-Canadians alone are not at fauft. There 
is, at the other extrenie, thosé who décry àny-' 
thing and everything Fféùch; it is "they who 
further the feeling aniorig the Habitants that 
they must remain together at all. costa, that 
by a unity between French and English the 
jjgjBunôrity wiir be swallowed and its cultural, 
îT'râeial, religious and language heritage lost. It 
i$ this outlook Which chéers when Premier Du- 

l^siis claims that he has ?aved the piovinrc 

^froiii the enemy who is anxious to centrnlixe 
power and destroy Quebec's autonomy/' It is 
this outlook which we must overcome— by educa- 

• tion- and by a propèr handlii| of à<diffitult,but 
Eôluble probleto.~A.K. 



Modern Dancing 

The Modem Dance Club at McOllI are havlni 
their concert on Friday, March 7th, at 8:30 p.m. In 
the upper hall at RVC. The club, orsanized in 1939, 
holds regular weekly meetinss. It. is divided into 
two groups; a Senior Club Xor experienced members, 
and a junior club for beginners. The first 'meets 
two hours a .week, the second one hour. 

Miss Thelma Wagner, BSc and MX (NYU),, who 
studied and trained In modern dancing at New York 
University and the New York Wigman School and 
Bennington School of the Dance, has been organizer 
of^and advlMi-ïto the club at McGlll, now in its sev- 
enth yeir. Miss Wagner la Assistant Director of the 
McGiU School of Physical Education. ; 

The type of dancing done by the Modem Dance 
Club may be described aa a creative type of dancing 
in that thé members do not learo sat dances which 
have already been composed but they themselves 
compose the dances. Their activity can be likened 
most to that of Uie painter. Like him, when a dancer 
in this group first begins ahe must leara techniques 
and ways! of handling the medium in which ahe is 
workirig. "Hie painter learns the use of colour, line, 
design, light, and shadow, and so on. Wheç he has 
gained ' sufficient skill' he goes on to. paint his own 
original pictures. If hé developed only the ability 
to copy other persons' paintinga he would not be 
considered truly an artist— only a craftiman. So In 
this type of dancing we feel that the real artistic 
expérience is gotten by eompotiiig dances— net<. just 
learning to dance. 

Thé modérn dance is not limited in its movement 
by a set technique as in the bfillct. Its movement 
stems from natural movement which haf b*»n styl- 
ized and brought into a pattern or design to. meet 
the meanings that the dance wiahea to present. Any 
movement which is michanicàlly good and efficient 
is acceptable. Modern dance follows some of the 
other modern arts, In that It is functional. It por- 
trays human beings, not fanciful creatures (like 
birds, flowers,- elves) and it deals with contempor- 
ary themes. Furthermore, the modern dancer dou 
not feel she must confine her meaning to ^he lighter 
side of life. Bkbusc it was so startling, it is often 
claimed th«t modern danee Is only concerned with 
thé stirk ànà searing side of life. This, is probably 
because people remember ttie novel, more than Uie 
usual. The modem dancer is coneérhcd all 
.phases. of Jiving. 

"nie concert should be of interest to many people 
for there will bé dances coAiposed 1o Shostakoviteh, 
Gershwin, Bach, as well as polkas, and 'dances to 
spirituals, French folk songs, and bfllads. Se.veral 
of the dancer' which were favourites in IM^ year's 
concert will also be repeated.

GREAT LADY 
OF SONG 



Iiotle Lehmann, who will appear 
in récital at His Majesty's this Fri- 
day, is renowned, as one of the 
few great contemporary masters of 
lieder singing. This type of art song, 
brought to Its prime by such mas- 
ters as Brahms, .Schubert, and 
Schuman, of unfailing Interest to an 
audience, imposes the most exacting 
demands upon the concert artist. 
Their scope varies from such tiny 
lyric -gems as Die Forelle and Die 
I^oreley, resembling folk songs in 
their dear simplicity, to selections 
like Der Erlkoenig and Die 3clden 
Grenadlere, almost miniature ' ope- 
ras in their dramatic power and 
varied characters. It was once re- 
marked by a critic attempting to 
survey Miss Lehmann's versatile 
art that . "the greatest part of her 
art is the most simple, the most 
accessible, and the first to capture 
the mind." 

In reviewing her 15th annual ap- 
pearance in Town Hall, New York, 
last year, Time magazine reported a 
packed house, a cheering audience, 
and a voice still at once powerful 
and lyric. Time also remarked that 
Mlfs Lehmann, "was still nervously 
clutching a- handkerchief as she 
sang." ^;t';-.:/';-y • 

This nervousness which she ad- 
mits to at the faegining of ' each 
concert season, is a Jast remanant 
of the terrible lack of confidence 
which nearly cut short LoUe Leh- 
mann's career at its beginning. 
Born In Perleberg, near Hamburg, 
the daughter of a small-town - gov- 
ernment official, atvie received a 
standard high school education in 
preparation for a» respectable career 
as a stenographer or schoolteacher. 
Finally, after much . Indecision, she 
entered the Royal Academy of 
Music. 

Her first appearances in minor 

roles at the Hamburg Opera House, 

were, according to the criticis of 

the day, marred by nervousness and 

its resultant throat constriction. 
Gradually she was given more 

parts and became a member of the 

Vienna State Opera Company.. It 
was here that she developed her 
portrayals of Selglindc In Die 

Walkure, Lenore in Fidelio, and 
Marschallln in Der Roscnkavalicr, 
o|ieratic parts which later made her 
famous. 

She came to America In 1930 as 
à member of the Chicago Opera 
Company and met with instant

During his time there was a rather 
inadequate placement bureau which 
was supported partly by a Govern- 
ment grant. However because ' of 
the depression this support was 
withdrawn and the service was dis- 
continued. 

Mr. Picard feels that "Gen Nite ' 
is certainly a. step in the right di- 
rection. He commented on the 
enthusiasm which has grown with- 
in the past two years in the Grad- 
uate Society and is directed espe- 
cially towards undergraduate prob- 
lems. One form of this new surge 
of activity is the Placement Bureau 
which will be jnaugurated this 
spring. As Honorary Secretary of 
the. Graduate Society, Mr. Picard 
has taken an active Interest in the 
formation of this service, and has 
great confidence in its luccess. 

During his undergraduate days at 
McGill, Mr. Picard held the posts 
of News Editor of the Dally and 
Manager of the Book Exchange. 

Mr. Picard is happy to. have the 
opportunity to meet and speak, to 
present-day undergraduates and he 
sincerely hopes that his informa- 
tion will aid them in selecting a 
career and in appreciating the con- 
ditions and problems which exist 
in the business world of today.

I have no pre-election promises 
to make. I only intend to set forth' 
certain fundamental principles 
which I believe in, and 'Which I 
stand for. 

The function of the McGill Union 
is to help fill in extra-curricular 
houri of the student: this includes 
facilities for meals, snacki, arid! re- 
creational opportunities. I believe 
that out ot 'considération 'for th>i 
over-flowinig number of students 
using the Union, a by-law should 
^e passed to the effect that the 
tables of the Grill Room should be 
used only for eating purposes froM 
noon until- 2 p.m. However, I do 
not believe that minorities should 
suffer due to the -demands, if,. a 
majority, therefore . more, card 
tables should be . permanently put 
up in the second floor lounge. At 
the present time there are only 
four, and at least double that num- 
ber could be utilized. 

There should be a special notice 
board in a prominent spot .'show- 
ing the schedule, and location, of 
all the day's activities faking place 
in the house. This would do away 
with useless wandering and linnec- 
essary questions. 

The Table Tennis room should 
have window shades to, improve 
playing condiUon's. Another table 
should'-be provided to take care of 
the great • day-long demahdi ' and 
the lighting could be easily imitrov' 
ed over each table. The initial 
outlay to finance all this Would be 
offset in less than ' one' terni by 
the added income froin the third 
tabic and subsequently there would 
be that much more clear profit 
than at the present time. ' 

The Billiard. Room is' well taken 
care of,^ but I believe; it is time 
that the archaic/ Ugiitlng system 
was changed and improved. 

All four tables are used con- 
sistently, with a considerable wait- 
ing list most of the time. At the 
prices charged, and the length of 
time the equipment' has seen ser- 
vice, I believe funds ought to be 
made available for the improve- 
ment of these conditions. ' 

Checking facilities should be pro- 
vided for the two hour, ruth period 
from noon to 3 p.m. It could be 
done by a part-time employee. If 
the budget cannot take care ot it 
then the smallest nominal charge 
(for example two cents per person) 
would easily, offset the two hour 
per day expense. I believe the well- 
known recurring incidents of this 
past term would Justify anything 
that might,, anid should, be at- 
tempted. . 

My limited space does not per- 
mit extensive elaboration on these 
iituet, but I present this outline, 
as food for thought, lo thé student 
body.
